Will They Ever Learn? 


With all the lessons that have been pounded into 
tlieir skulls of late by the taxpayers and their elected rep¬ 
resentatives, one would think that the individuals hired 
by the people to run their state university would learn 
that their employers do not want it operated as a staging 
area for wild-eyed, irresponsible Interferences with the 
law of the land. 

They don’t seem to have learned that simple fact of 

life. 

Last month’s monotonously juvenile campus demon¬ 
strations against the draft law saw university executives, 
aided by attorneys from the American Civil Liberties 
Union, arguing against the precisely expressed wishes of 
the people of Alameda County. Chancellor Roger Heyns 
gave in only to a Superior Court injunction forbidding the 
scheduled “teach-in,” which he had said he would not op¬ 
pose. One of the University’s attorneys, in opposing the 
petition to halt the demonstration, said, according to re¬ 
ports, that “the University is independent. Our corporation 
is a separate entity. We challenge the right of the peti¬ 
tioner.” The petitioner being the Alameda County Board 
of Supervisorse elected representatives of the taxpayers. 

The sooner that UC’s administration realizes the groves 
of academe—state university vairety, at least—are not a 
utopia removed from the mainstream of civil authority 
and intelligent responsibility, the better it will be. One 
wonders how long that’s going to take.
